on this, our Ulfit anniversary, it is with 
gratitude to Ihe Father of ilereies, lh»t wo 
have heen kindly dealt wilh, during Ihe year 
nowclosing;lho general interest has ts»n fully 
sustained, the library made more useful, and 
heen visited by increased numbers of share- 
holders, and olhers, wilh general praiso and 
commendation. So numerous have beou 
Iho visitors during Iho summer, lhal llie li- 
brarian was requested to estimate Ihe prob- 
able number during the. monthi of June, 
July and August, and ho reports an aver- 
ago of uot less lhari flvc hundred per day 
many of Ihcm entire strangers, attracted lo 
Iho library, by Iho general reputstiou, which 
isso widely circulated by tho numerous visi- 
tors an,l excursionists lo Newport. Tho pro- 
priety of opening the library Indiscriminately 
to vieilors and excursionists, may bo ques- 
tioned; but while no depredations are com- 
mitted, and all seem to enjoy Ihe privilego, 
and Iho objects of iuleresl which Ihey find, 
it has not heen deemed necessary, to dis- 
cour»ge;their visil». Many such visit Iho li- 
brary In Ihis .way, become atlacbcd lo It, as 
members, or subscribers, aud each year Is 
adding to our numbers names distinguished 
in .literature and Ihe arts, hy whom our 
treasures aro appreciated. This institution 
is doing good semcc In making Newport an 
attractive home for many.

To obtain a satis- 
factory tcnaut for the entire year it became 
necessary to mako many repairs, besides 
painting the house oulalde as well aj in- 
side. Four more alcoves have brcn placed 
In the front roomol Ihe Library made nec- 
essary by the accumulation of new books, 
aud a new skylight has been opened in the 
root.
